We do therefoꝛe hereby declare, publiſh and pꝛotlaime, That Wee are tonſtantlp reſolued 
neuer to peeld to any Toleration, oꝛ exertile of any other Religion, then that which is a⸗ 
greeable to Gods 02d, and is eſtabliſhed bythe Lawes ofthat Our Nealme, which wee 
doe erp:eſly will and command fo2 the Honour and Deruice of Almightie God, to be put in 
due execution. And Wee doe further declare, publiſh and pꝛoclaime; and it is Pur Royall 
will and Commandement, That all the ſaid Titulary Archbiſhops , Biſhops, Deanes, 
Uicars generall, Jeſuits, Friers, Seminarie Pzeſts, and other Pꝛieſts bꝛought vp in the 


Seminaries beyond the Seas, and made oꝛ oꝛdeined by any Authoꝛitie derined oz pꝛeten⸗ 
ted to be deriued from the Sea of Rome, ſhall befoꝛe the laſt of September nextenſuingthe

ſnare and indignation, and bpon ſuch further paine, and penaltie, as may iuſtly bee inflicted 
vpon them by the Lawes and Statutes of that Our nralme.

And Mee doe further declare,publiſh,and command, Lhatifany ſuch Titulary Archbi- 
top, Biſhop, Deane, Utcar generall, Jeſuite, Fryer, Seminarie Paieſt, oz other Pꝛieſt, 
made, 02 02dained, as afoꝛeſaid, ſha!l wilfully tontinue, oꝛ abide in that Pur Kingdome 
of lreland, after the ſaid laſt day of September, oꝛ ſhall returne, oꝛ repare into the ſayd 
Kingdome, 02 any part thereok, oꝛ if any of Pur Subiects (hail recetue,o2 relicue any ofthe 
laid Titularp Archbiſhips, Biſhops, Deanes, Uicars gencrall, Jeſuits, Friers, Semina- 
rie pueſts, oꝛ other Pꝛieſt oꝛdained as afoꝛelaid contrarp to the contents of this Our Pꝛo⸗ 
clamation: Then all and euerp Dur Gonernours,Shirifkes, Juſtites ok the Peace, So- 
neraignes, Poꝛtreeues, Conſtables, and all other Our lopall Subiects in that Our King- 
dome, (hall vſe their beſt diligence,and endenours to appꝛehend the body, oz bodies ok all 
and euery ſach Titulary Archbiſhops , Biſhops, Deanes, Utcars generall, Jeluttes, 
Fryers, Seminary pꝛieſts and other Pꝛieſts oꝛdained by toꝛraigne authoutie,asafozeſaid: 
And the body, and bodyes of them, and of euerp of them, to commit to ſome ſafe oꝛ ſtraight 
p:ſon, to the end Pur Tieutenant, Deputie, oꝛ other chiefe Gonernour o2 Gouernours 
of the laid Realme foz the time being, with the aduice of Dur Countell of that Pur 
Realme, may take ſuch oꝛder foꝛ their puniſhment, as ſhall ſtand with Jultice,and the qua- 
litie of the offence, 

Pꝛouided alwayes,that ifany ofthe (aid Titulary Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deanes, Ui- 
cars generall.Jeſuttes, Fryers, Seminary Pꝛieſts, oꝛ other Pꝛieſts whatſoeuer,ozdained 
as afo:cſaid,ſhal befoze the ſaid laſt day of September, oꝛ within ten dates after his,oztheir 
repare, 02 returne into that Our Kingdome of Ireland , ſubmit themſelues befoze Our 
Leiutenant, Deputy, oꝛ other chieke Gouernour ofthe ſaid Kealme, fo: the time being, oz 
other the Gonernour of any Pꝛouiute within the lame, o2 befoze any of Our Pꝛiuy Coun- 
cell in that Realme, and ſhall thereupon confo2me themſelues, and repare to the Church 
duly, 02derly,acco2ding to the intent of ourſaid Lawes; It ſhall and may be lawfull to 
and fo: all and euery ſuch Archbiſhops, Biſhops, Deanes, Uicars generall, Jeſuites,Fry- 
ers, Seminary Peſts, and other P2ieſts whatſoener, that ſhall ſo ſubmit and confoꝛme 
themlelues, to tontinue, oꝛ abide in that Our Kingdome, oꝛ to repare and returne into the 
lame, and to haue, and iniop the benefite of Our Lawes, and Koyall Pꝛotection, in as 
free, and ample manner, as any other Our good and Loyall Subiects, fo long as they 02 


any one of them continue in their lapd Conkoꝛmitie.
